. POLICE DEPARTMENT REPORT

Eric Dattilo, Police Chief reported for the month of November 2022:

Beaver Police Department Officers traveled 10,292 miles, 1956 calls for
service, making 133 traffic stops, 11 arrests, and issuing 35 citations.

Beaver PD is continuing our Officer Wellness Program -Coordinated with the
assistance of Police Chaplain Pastor Ralph Edwards. Edwards attended a
conference on November 7™, 2022 that was titled "Crisis-Awareness & Self-
Care for Law Enforcement Executives". Area agencies have made it an
initiative to provide programs and assistance available to officers in times of
crisis encountered on the job as well as support during times of issues in their
personal lives.

Farkas, during his tour of duty on Thanksgiving encountered a
male in the parking lot of Pizza Joe's who was choking. Farkas was able to
administer the Heimlich Maneuver and dislodge food from the male, thus
saving him.
